That was the cry long before the Geor- 
gia line ‘was reached, and when the 
gouth’s hero of Manila reached Toccoa, 
just inside the boundary of his own 
he was greeted with a renewed

For a moment Lieutenant Brumby was 
amazed. He looked down at the pretty 
little lady, glanced over her head at the 
gentlemen ranged about and the next 
minute had her in his arms and had 
kissed her on both her blushing cheeks.

The Programme for Tomorrow. 

Yesterday Governor Candler, Speaker 
John D. Little, of the house, and Presi- 
dent Dodson, of the senate, met and ar- 
ranged the details of the programme with 
reference to the reception of Brumby by 
the statehouse officials and the general 
assembly. 


Lieutenant Brumby will be in the gov- 
ernor’s office at 10:15 a. m. Thursday 
morning and will be mét by the members 
of the supreme court and visiting senat- 
ors and congressmen of the state. From 
the governor’s office he will go to the leg- 
islature at 10:30, the legislature being in 
joint session. 

After the legislative function he will be 
escorted to the grandstand outside, where 
the sword will be presented under the 
— of the Brumby ‘sword commit- 
ee. 

Mr. Clark Howell will be master of cer- 
emonies, and the presentation speech wiil 
be made by Governor Candler, who will 
deliver the sword on the behalf of the 
sword committee and the _ subscribers. 
Ijieutenant Brumby will accept it in a 
short speech. 


Governor Candler consented yesterday 
to deliver the sword. The ceremonies will 
occupy less than thirty minutes and the 
procession to the reviewing stand will 
follow. Lieutenant Brumby and the com- 
mittee members, along with the governor 
and other offcials will drive to the re- 
viewing stand on Peachtree street, where 
the procession will be reviewed. 

From start to finish nothing will be 
left undone to make the entertainment of 
Lieutenant Brumby flawless. 


The Trip to Marietta. 


Immediately upon the arrival of the 
train in Atlanta, Lieutenant Brumby was 
escorted by the committee from. the 
Southern train to a special train on the 
Western and Atlantic, which General Pas- 
senger Agent Charles E. Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic, had placed at the 
service of the lieutenant. 

Mr. Harman was a classmate of Lieu- 
tenant Brumby at the University of Geor- 
gia and when he read in the newspapers 
that the lieutenant had expressed a de- 
sife to visit his mow.hner before accepi- 
ing the hospitality of Atlanta, he at 
once telegraphed to Washington asking 
his old fri2nd to avail himself of a special 
train that he might reach Marietta witi- 
out unnecessary delay. Laeutenant Brum- 
by accepted the offer, but with character- 
istic modesty wired his friend to ‘‘keen 
it quiet.’’ 

The train consisted of the ‘‘Alabama,”’ 
the private car of President George C. 
Smith, of the Western of Alabama rail- 
way, and engine 237, of the Western and 
Atlantic. The engine, which was driven 
by Gus Manning, engineer, was hanid- 
somely decorated with bunting and had a 
large portrait of Brumby on each side 
of the cab. The train was in charge of 
Conductor H. E. Butler. 

All the men on the train—conductor, 
flagman, engineer and fireman—wore large 
yellow chrysanthemums in their button 
holes, somebody having told them that 
yellow was the favorite color with Bruin- 
by. Besides this each wore a big Brumby 
button. Mr. Harmon went up with the 
train, as did Superintendent McCollum, 
of the Western and Atlantic. 

The train was a long one, and the car 
in which he rode stopped outside the 
depot gates. The special train was als” 
outside the gates, and the change from 
one train to another was. made before 
the immel:e crowd which had been wait- 
ing more than an hour could locate wher2 
Brumby was. They soon discovered him, 
however, and crowded around the spe- 
cial, shouting them3elves hoarse. ‘I'he 
train pulled into the depot, an? the 
crowd fcllowed. The guards at the gate 


ing the guards aside as if they were so 
many straw men. 
As the train stopped for a moment in 
the depot, 
car calling loudly for ‘‘Brumby.” 
The Heutenant came ouc on the rear 


broke locse. Everybody who was in 
reaching distance tried to shake Brumby’s 
hand; all the men took off their hats 
and waved them ‘n the air, the ladies, 
who lined the side of the depot wherever 
there was standing room, waved their 
handkerchiefs, and everybody yelled for 
Brumby. 

The lieutenant shook the hands of as 
many as could struggle to the car during 
the short stop. 

Among those who reached the car at 
this point was Chief Joyner. The chief 
and Lieutenant Brumby had _ gone to 
school together when boys, and the meet- 
ing between them was most cordial. Chief 
Joyner, although he pleaded an exc ise, 
was finally induced to make one of the 
party to Marietta. 

It wus just 6 o'clock ag the train pulled 
Slowly out of the depot. If the demon- 
stration could have been called great 
before, here it was beyond description, 
for the crowd, which before night had 
been counted by hundreds, now assumed 
such proportions that thousands were 
necessary to number it. The square 
about the depot was one wriggling mass 
of humanity, all striving to catch «a 
glimpse of the naval hero. 

The Heutenant remained. on the rear 
pletform, uncovered, acknowledging with 
& bow from time to time the generous 
ovation of the crowd. 

When the train was well under way he 
retired into the car, not, however, until 
he had seen the beautiful decorations in 
his honor on the Broad street bridge. 

It was then that Mayor Woodward was 
introduced to the gallant lieutenant. The 
mayor lifted his hat, and in a few words 
ex'pressed a warm welcome to the licuten- 
ant on the part of the people of Atlanta. 
It was no speech—only a warm grasp of 
the hand and a brief sentence, saying 
that the Atlanta people were glad to 
have him among them. Lieutenant 
Brumby thanked him, saying he regarded 
the Atlanta people as home folk, and 
that he was eglad to be with them. 

There were crowds of people lining the 
track everywhere as the train pulled out 
of Atlanta. At every crossing the streets 
were packed with pecvuple, all shouting, 
“Brumby! Brumby!” The train pulled 
out slowly and nothing would do but that 
Brumby must show himself on the rear 
platform wherever a crowd was collected, 
and let them seo him. 

Besides those already mentioned the 
party on the special consisted of H. H. 
Calbanfss, Councilman John Si. Parks 
and F. H. Richardson and the reporters. 

Sergeants Abbott and McCurdy, who 
had been on the rear platform of the car, 
and whose presence had been the only 
thing that kept the crowd from taking 
Brumby off bodily, left the train at the 
city linifts. 

As the train pulled through the city the 
whistles of all the factories and shops 
along the line joined with the voices of 
the people in paying homage to the gal- 
lan: Brumby. 

The lieutenant weg deeply affected by 
the ovation he received, and when asked 
what he thought of the demonstration, 
was unable to express his feelings. 

At every road crossing, although it was 
Gark, there were crowds, whose shouts 
reached the ears of those aboard the train 
as it whirled along. The train made no 
stop between Atlanta and Marietta, but 
good crowds were observed at Bolton, at 
Vinings and at Smyrna. 

When the train reached Marietta it 
seemed as if every citizen of the town 
—old and young—had come out to welcome 
their distinguished townsman. All about 
the depot, on both sides of the track, and 
every street leading from the railroad. 
was packed with people, and all were 
shouting a welcome. Skyrockets were 
going up, firecrackers and anvils were be- 
ing fired, and hats and handkerchiefs 
Were waving eve1ywhere. Tears came in- 
to the lieutenant’s eyes as he saw this 
spontaneous and cordial greeting of his 
own townspeople, and his voice was a 
little tremulous as he bade goodby to his 
friends on the train. 

A committee headed by Mayor W. M. 
Sessions, the members of council and 
several prominent citizens of Marietta, 
among whom were some of Lieutenant 
Brumby’s relatives, took charge of him 
upon his arrival, It was their intention 
to take him immediately out to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Heyward, where his 
mother was awaiting him, but his friends 
crowded arourd him, insisting on shakiag 

is hands and expressing their delight at 
his coming, until it was several min- 
utes before he could reach the carriage 
which was in readiness for him. Then he 
was not allowed to get away until he had 
been presented with a large gift of the 
young ladies of Marietta. 

Then the carriage made its way out 
where the proud mother was waiting. 
The people of Marietta, knowing how 
anxious the Heutenant was to see his 
mother, and she to be with him after 
their long separation, had arranged no re- 
ception or affair that would take him 
away from her side. 

“But just weit until Atlanta gets 
through with him,” remarked ome of the 
ccmmittee significantly, last night, ‘and 
we will show him what we think of him.” 

Lieutenant Brumby will remain at home 
today, coming to Atlanta on the 7 o’clock 
train this evening to attend the recep- 
tion to be given in his honor by the Cap- 
ita] City Club tonight.

OF STARVATION 


Twe Handred People Lived on Flour 
and Coffee. 


TWO DIED OF WANT OF FOOD 


Boat Was Out Twenty-eight Days 
Before Relief Came. 


PASSENGERS WERE. HALF — CRAZEB 


Their Suffering Had Been of a Most 
Pitiable Nature—They Declare 
Nome Is Great Camp. 


——_—— 


Seattle, Wash., Octw ver 24.—After a voy- 
age of twenty-eight days from Cape 
Nome, during which «wo men died from 
starvation and others were half crazed 
from want of food and water, the schoon- 
er Hera arrived in port this mornings 
with nearly 200 passengers on board. 

News of the wretched plight of the 
Hera’s passengers was brought here Sun- 
day night by the steamer Lakme. The 
revenue cutter Grant and the tug Sra 
Lion immediately started after the 
schocner. They succeeded in finding the 
Hera yesterday, about fifty miles off Cape 
Flattery. The two deaths were James 
Ryan, who came on board a well man, 
but through bad food and lack of atten- 
tion, gradually grew worse until he died 
on October 16th. The other case is much 
the same; George Lamby, through want 
of nourighment and confinement in ill- 
ventilated quarters, was taken with ty- 
phoid fever and died on Gctober 2lst. 
While he was sick he had no medical 
attention. Both men were buried at sea. 

From the statements of the passengers 
it is learned that the agent of the ship 
at Nome guaranteed them plenty of good 
provisions on the way down. . They were 
charged $530 for their passage. When 
they were a few days out meat, sugar 
and putter ran out. The menu consisted 
of salt pork and canned mutton. There 
was a little dried fruft on board, but only 
enough to supply the table three times 
with dried peaches and twice with dried 
prunes. From that time on for nearly 
twenty-four days their food consisted of 
flour and coffee. There was plenty of 
flour, but the water was short. Four 
days ago the Jast of the salt horse was 
consumed. Had it not been for rain- 
storms, which fell for a few days they 
would have been without water also. 

When the Hera anchored out in the 
stream, the majority of the men were 
so weak that they could not carry their 
gold dust ashore without assistance. Sev- 
eral passengers were crazed from their 
terrible experiences, and had to be carried 
ashore and taken ecarg of. Hven taking 
their terrible voyage into consideration, 
the passengers unite in. declaring the 
Nome to be the greatest camp on earth, 
and many of them will return in the 
spring.

ENGLISH HAVE SUFFERED HEAVY LOSS 


Their Victories Have Practically 
Gone for Nothing—The Whole 
of Northern Natal Is Now 
Being Abandoned to 
the Boers. 


London, October 24.—London was start- 
led today by direct charges that the war 
office had deliberately suppressed news of 
a crushing British defeat at Glencoe with

“The war office has learned that the 
British were defeated in the second at- 
tack on Glencoe. They sustained such 
losses that the war office wishes to await 
news of another favorable engagement 
before announcing them. It is believed 
the military censors have stopped ail in- 
dependent dispatches since Sunday 
morning, fearing to cause unnecessary 
alarm in England. The sole object of 
Genera! White’s campaign at present is 
to hold the Boers in check at Ladysmith 
unti] General Redvers Buller arrives with 
his army corps now on the sea. If Gen- 
eral Yule succeeds in joining General 
White, as he should have done by this 
time, it is expected the entire British 
army of 12,000 will be withdrawn from 
Ladysmith to Pietermaritzburg, 119 miles 
nearer the coast and only seventy miles 
from Durban, the chief seaport.”

WORST FEARS ARE REALIZED. 


British Have Been Forced To Aban- 
don Dundee and Glencoe. 
London, October 25.—The war office dis- 
patch seems to realize the worst fears. 
General Yule has been compelled to 
abandon not only Dundee, but Glencoe 
also and so far the present news wouid 
indicate he has neither joined General 
White nor reached Ladysmith. General 
White’s ‘‘successful action,” announced 
in pardament by Mr. Wyndham, seems 
to reso!ve itself into a mere engaging of 
the attention of the Free State troops, 
‘while Genera] Yule is slipping southward. 
It is evident from the official dispatches 
that both Commandant General Joubert’s 
column on the north and the Orange Free 
State troops on the west now occupy 
strong positions and that nothing hinders 
the Boers from following up General 
Yule’s retirement and getting around 
Ladysmith from the southeast.

A BIG BATTLE IS EXPECTED 


General Yule Effects Junction with 
| Sir George White. 


London, October 25.—The Cape Town 
correspondent of The Daily Mail tele- 
graphing at 9:45 p. m. yesterday says: 

“General Yule has performed a brilliant 
strategical movement. By a swift march 
to the south, leaving Glencoe empty, he 
has effected a junction of his forces with 
those of Sir George Stewart White slight- 
ly to the north of Ladysmith. The two 
are now in a position to offer battle. I 
believe the first attack will be made on 
the large Free State force, which entered 
Natal by way of Tintwa pass and which 
‘has since been harassing Ladysmith. 
The military authorities decided that by 
joining their forces the two generals 
“would be better able to cope with one 
large force at a time than by having two 
smal] detachments to oppose simultane- 
ously two big Boer forces. 

“Accordingly, after defeating the Free 
State troops, they will offer battle to 
Commandant General Joubert. Only 
forty miles now separate the two Boer 
forces. Hence the need for swift and 
telling action. 

“The two sections of the Boer army to- 
gether outnumber the entire British force 
by three to one. Hard fighting is cer- 
tain at a very e¢rly date. Our men are 
confident and there is much enthusiasm. 

“Lhe fighting today outside Ladysmith 
was a mere brush. The losses on neither 
gide were significant. It was merely an 
artillery duel, in which the Boers came 
off decidedly the worse.’’

His Late Movements. 

London, October 25.—The following dis- 
patch from General Sir George Stuart 
White to the marquis of Landdowne, sec- 
retary of state for war, received last 
evening at 11 o’clock, was posted at the 
war office soon after midnight: 

“Ladysmith, October 24, 9 p. m.—Infor- 
mation received today showed that the 
Boers had established themselves in con- 
siderable numbers in an exceedingly 
Strong position west of the main road, 
leading from Ladysmith to Dundee. I 
also had information that the Dundee 
force, formerly commanded by General 
Symonds and since his wounding com- 
manded by General Yule, was falling 
back of Ladysmith by way of the Holp- 
makaar road, Beith and the valleys of the 
Waschbank and Sunday rivers and was 
expected to reach Sunday river valley 
today. Therefore moved out with a 
strong force to cover the movement of 
Yule’s column. The enemy was discover- 
ed about seven miles out of Ladysmith 
in a position of great natura] strength 
south of the road. When he saw that 
preparations were being made against, 
he opened fire with one gun with great 
accuracy. 

“Our artillery soon got into position 
and the gun was silenced, Our troops 
were ordered to occupy a strong ridge, 
parallel to the enemy’s position, but 
nearer to the road. 

“I confined my efforts to occupying 
him and hitting him hard enough to 
prevent his taking action against Yule’s 
column. Numbers of enemy fled to 
the west and the firing had prigttically 
ceased at 2 o’clock.’’

en as equity allows under internaticnal 
law. 

“That as a condition precedent to and 
absolutely preliminary to arbitration, 
Skaguay and Dyea would be conceded 
to the United States without further 
rita if Canada received Pyramid har- 

or. 

‘In other words, Canada gives up much 
of the disputed gold “ountry in return for 
a& seaport, but stipulates thar she must 
get the latter before she agrees to arbi- 
trate the boundary line.”’

Of him, 
Liszt says: ‘‘Bold; brilliant, enchanting, 
his pieces conceal! their depta behind so 
much grace, their erudition behind so 
much charm, that it is difficult to eman- 
cipate one’s self from their overpowering 
magic, and estimate them according t) 
their theoretic value.’’ 

Schumann, his most just critic, sald: 
“His compositions are cannon buried in 
flowers.’’ He transmuted all he touched, 
and, like Shakespeare, showed his great- 
ness by his ability to depict the deeper 
feelings of men and women. Yet, with all 
this, he is more the genius than the 
master. 

So, it was interesting to hear a man like 
De Pachmann ipilay works of both I 
suppose the first thing that struck one 
was the ease of the man.

RUSSIA AGREES 
TO ARBITRATE 


‘Claims Resulting from Seizure of

American Ship To Be Settled. 


A Protocol Between the Two Coun- 
tries Has Been Drawn Up. 


FORMALITIES WILL SOON BE ENDED 


Arbitration Will Probably Take the 
Form of the Venezuela Suit. 
Only One Arbitrator. 


London, October 24.—Russia, it has been 
learned by the Associated Press, has at 
last agreed to arbitrate with the United 
States the claims resulting from the seiz- 
ure of sealers in the Bering sea, which 
have been pending for about eight years. 
A protocol between the two governments 
hag been drawn up; tha final formalities 
are expected to be concluded next month, 
and the arbitration will probably take 
the form of the Venezuelan court. 


WHAT AMERICAN CLAIMS ARE. 


They Result from Seizure of Three 
American Sailing Vessels. 
Washington, October 24.—These claims 
originated in the seizure by the Russian 
authorities off the coast of ‘Siberia, of 
three American sealing vessels, and the 
damages claimed aggregate about $150,000. 
Tha vessels wera the James Hamilton 
Lewis, the Cape Horn Pigeon and the C. 
H. White. In each case the largest item 
of the claim is on account of the suffer- 
ing of the American officers and crew 

while under arrest. 

The cases differ from those claims pre- 
sented by British sealers which were sét- 
tled by the Bering sea arbitration, in the 
fact that while the British vessels were 
seized by the American revenue cutters 
on what the arbitration declared to be the 
high seas. the Russian men-of-war seized 
thesa American sealers within seven 
miles of the Asiatic coast. 

It is a matter of interest that for the 
first time the Russian government con- 
tends that marine jurisdiction of a coun- 
try etxends at least this distance from 
the shore line, instead of being limited 
to a marine league, as laid down by the 
old writers on international law. 

The protocol through which the aprbi- 
tration was arranged was prepared in 
St. Petersburg by United States Minis- 
ter Tower and the Russian foreign office. 
It was aereed by the parties that there 
should be but one arbitrator, and the per- 
son selected for that post is Dr. Asser, 
a celebrated Dutch jurist. who took a 
prominent part in The Hague conference.

COVERNGA'S MESSAGE 1S DISCUSSED 


The Tax Bill Will Be Taken Up This

The legislature of Georgia will be called 
to order this morning at 10 o’clock, and 
the lawmakers of the state will enter at 
once upon one of the DdDusiest sessions of 


| recent years. 

The legislators will find themselves 
face to face with a series of knotty, per- 
plexing questiors, from the settlement of 
the long-pending tax reform to the-re- 
inforcement of the governor's hand: by 
tuidding up and providing -properly~-for 
the militia. 

“The-session will be a etrictly ‘Susiness 
one,” said Speaker Little last«night, “‘and 
I expect to see a good deal accomplish- 
ed. The tax commission has completed 
its ‘work to the best of its ability, and 
the tax bDfll will be ready for the atten- 
tion of the legislature this morning.”’ 

Fully one-half of the senators and rep- 
resentatives reached the city last night, 
and the hotel lobbies were crowded until 
a late hour with a distinctly legislative 
throng, with here and there a busy can- 
didate for some judge or solicitorship. 
Speaker Little and MHresident Dodson 
were each a center around which were 
grouped a circle of newy-arrived mem- 
bers and senators eagerly discussing 
eome feature of the work to come before 
them. Hon. John T, Bolefuillet, clerk of 
the house, was busily engaged all day get- 
ting his desk in shape for the opening 
session. His preparation of the unfinish- 
ed business of the house, which has been 
got out in carefully tabulated form, call- 
ed for quite a number of congratulations 
from the representatives. 

The Governor’s Message To Be Read. 

The governor’s annual message to the 
legislature will be read this morning 
shortly after the session has been called 
to order, and no subject was discussed 
with more general interest in the lobbies 
last night than the probabg recommenda- 
tions contained in the message. 

On the subject of the militia of the 
state, judging from the tone of the com- 
ments heard on all sides, the legislature 
wil] be found practically unanimous in 
supporting whatever recommendation is 
made to put the militia of Georgia on a 
sound basis. The proposition to increase 
the military fund, which found little fa- 
vor at the last session, will, as the result 
of events that have happened in the last 
few months, find a great many sup- 
porters. 

Shortly after the opening of the ses- 
sion Representative Bower, of Decatur, 
will introduce a resolution calling for a 
joint session of the senate and house at 
10 o’clock tomorrow for the purpose of 
presenting Lieutenant Tom Brumby to 
the governor and legislature of the state. 
The resolution will receive the hearty 
support of all the members, and a rows- 
ing reception will be given to the gallant 
Gecrgian tomorrow. 

Last Session of Commission. 

The tax commission held its last ses- 
sion in the room of Speaker Little at 
the capitol yesterday morning. The 
meeting was called to order at noon, and 
tn half an hour the bill which stands 
Completed had been read and formally 
adopted. The work of the commission 
could have been finished Monday but 
for the inforced absence of ‘Roland Ellis, 
of Bibb, one of the joinit chairmen. 

There is no certainty at present as to 
the disposition of the tax Dill, but after 
its reading today it will probably be re- 
ferred to a committee and may not be 
taken up in the senate until after the

Mr. Comer Stood the Trip Remark- 
ably Well and Is Now Easy 
and Comfortable. 


Savannah, Ga., October 24.—(Special.)— 
Mr. H. M, Comer, president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad company, arrived 
in this city this morning from New York.

The fiuctua- 
ting and flowing tide of humanity made 
lit very evident that the farmers of tha 
state, with those who depend on them, 
intend to make the fair of their agri- 
cultural society a very distinct succass 
so far as attendance is concerned. And 
a large attendance is all that is neces- 
Sary to make it the most successful 
State fair evar held in Georgia. | 

In all other respects its success would | 
be complete and assured whether the | 
attendance was large or small, for it | 
comprises in its various departments 
the largest and most comprehensive 
exhibition of the resources of the state 
that has,ever been brought, together. 
This exhibition embraces every form 
of productive industry, and we are 
very sure that the great majority of 
visitors will be astonished at the prog- 
ress which has been made in Georgia 
since the last state fair was held. 

And this progress, astonishing as it 
is, is the more marked because it ‘has 
taken place under the most adverse 
conditions. Since 1895, until the pres- 
q@at year, all the energies of the state 
have been considered to be in a con- 
dition bordering en paraiysis, as the 
result of the low price of cotton.

bors. In course of tima the viliage 
became convinced that it was large 
enough to be esteemed a city and to 
have a more pretentious form of gOv- 
ernmant, in the shape of a mayor and 
council with no salary. The paid com- 
mission went out; the unpaid city 
council come’ in; and twenty years 
Then it was that a city 
councilman, grown from the breast 
since the date of the old commission, 
becama satisfied that as a successor of 
a commisstoner who had been twenty 
years dead, he was entitled to the 
salary. He sued for it, was laughed 
out of a common sense lower court, 
but subsequently found his way to 
the supreme court, where the neces- 
sary hairs were on hand for the split- 
ting purpose. There he won his suit, 
but not without a protest from one of 
the judges, Judge Walter Clarke, who 
seeing the humor of the situation, thus 
described if in his dissenting opinion: 


Here the plaintiff, one of the board of 
six “councilmen” elected for a term of 
two vears, and by an entirely different 
constituency, claims that he i@entitled to 
draw the salary of one of a board of five 
‘commissioners’ which office he never 
filled, an office elective’ by the whole 
town for the term of one year, and which 
was abtlished twenty years before the 
plaintiff was elected. 

He claims the salary on the ground that 
he is discharging substantially the same 
Guties. Inasmuch as scarcely any oftice 
can be abolished whose duties wiil not 
devolve wpon or be discharged by some 
one el3e, if not only the incumbent’ of 
the abolished office, but all those dis- 
charging similar duties after the lapse of 
years, shall be entitled to the 
salary of the abolished office, the powers 
of the legislature will be much restricted 
in the direction of effecting any retrench- 
ment and reform in the public service. A 
salary will be almost deachless and im- 
mortal. The charge upon the public 
treasury once created will abide with us 
and stick to us like another shirt of Nes- 


| sus, and future generations will be born 
| that they may continue to pay it. Chang- 


ed is the title of this office, the number

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The Situation in Porto Rico. 


Last week the United States trans- 
port Resoluta left New York for Por- 
to Rico carrying 700 tons of provi- 
sions for the destitute people of that 
island. 

The extent of suffering caused by 
the tidal wave of the early summer 
has never been fully appreciated in 
this country. Out of a total popula- 


025, as many as 261,501 are indigent. 
During September there were 607 
deaths and 17,605 cases of sickness. 
The number of rations issued “were 
850,589. There were 25,332 men work- 
ing for the relief sent to them. While 
conditions are still bad, they are nev- 
erthaless improving. A letter just re- 
ceived from General George W. Davis,

Farmers as Mill Owners. 

A very interesting piece of news 
comes from Texas to the affect that 
the cotton planters in a number of 
counties in that state are associating 
themselves tégethar for the purpose of 
establishing cotton mills. Already the 
success of a number of thease enter- 
prises is assured, and by the beginning 
of the next cotton year, several coun- 
ties in the state will have cotton mills 
on capital furnished by the cotton 
plantars themselves. In other words 
the stock in these new mills is owned 
by the cotton ginners, who, in these 
particular cases, will cease to send 
the raw product to market but will 
reap the benefits that are to be de- 
rived from marketing the finished 
product, ° 

These advantages, as we have many 
times pointed out, are very great. 
Thay include not only the quadrupled 
value of the cotton and the dividends 
paid on the stock, but the distribution 
of wages in the shape of money drawn 
into the county from outside sources, 
the increase of population, and tha 
creation of a new demand for all the 
by-products of a farm. 

There is.no reason in the world why 
at least half the cotton-raising counties 
in Georgia should not have mills own- 
ed by tha farmers. Individual grow- 
ers may not have capital enough to 
establish a mill, but many farmers, 
each subseribing to the stock to the ex- 
tent of his means, can make its exist- 
ence a certainty. There is a Scotch 
proverb which, if we: remember it 
correctly, is to the effect that “many 
a mickle makes a muckle, or words to 
that effect. Anyhow, a combination of 
small sums will maka a large sum, a 
fact that is brought home to our ap- 
prehension by the combinations which 
have been going on among the stock 
companies of the country; and it is 
this fact that should turn the atten- 
tion of our farmers to this source of 
profit and prosperity. 

Every new cotton mill has a tanden- 
cy to raise the price of the raw ma- 
terial, and it has been demonstrated 
by the experience of the past five years 
that the price of the raw material can 
never fall so low as to prevent the 
southern mills from making a profit 
on it. We have stated that the man- 
ufacture-of cotton into cloth quadru- 
ples the value of the raw material, but 
the truth is, it multiplies it many 
times over. This has been demon- 
strated by the European mills which 
pay heavy and unvarying freight 
charges on the raw material and then 
dispose of their product at figures 
which enrich their ownars and share- 
holders. 

The same may be said of the New 
England mills. The money that has 
been paid to shareholders in those 
mills represents today a very large 
proportion of the accumulated wealth 
of that saction. It is only of late that 
the general public has had an inkling 
of the immense profits that are taken 
out of cotton mills. Naturally the facts 
have been kept in the background. 
But a few important ones have leaked 
out as the result of local enthusiasm. 
We hear of forty and fifty per cent div- 
idends of a mill that returned to Its 
shareholders, inthe shape of scrip div- 
idends, 90 per cent of tha capital they 
had put in not many months _ be- 
fore, and of other mills that doubled 
thair capacity without calling on their 
stockholders for a dollar. This feat is 
equal to a dividend of 100 per cent. 

There is hardly a cotton-growing 
county in Georgia where the planters 
cannot, by combining and interesting 
othars, raise the sum of $100,000. This 
sum is sufficient to build and equip a 
mill which, under present conditions, 
will pay for itself in three years, to 
say nothing of the vast advantage it 
will be to evary interest in the com- 
munity. 

Wa are not too enthusiastic in this 
matter. Everything we have said is 
within the boundaries of fact and ex- 
perience. This being so, why cannot 
the farmers of Georgia betray as lively 
an interest in their own future as these 
of Texas are doing?

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


A letter from his son, Robert, who js 
in the Philippines with the Twenty-first 
infantry, has been received by T. L. Hen- 
ry, who lives at 105 Decatur street. The 
letter is very interesting and throws much 
light on the question of the American 
soldiers being pleased in the islands. The 
letter is dated Calambo, F. I., September 


15th. It is as follows: 

I hope you will excuse my not writing more 
often, as I have not had good health since I 
have been on the island. 

We have been doing garrison duty in the 
town since. August 19th. We are on guari 
every other day. Only about one-fourth of 
the men are fit for duty, although about three- 
fourths are doing duty. The other part are 
either in the hospital or marked quarters. 

We have enjoyed a few nice scraps. The 
natives are good fighters until you get close 
enough to them to give them the American 
war whoop and then it does not take them 
long to run. 

Our food is very poor, and we do not get 
enough of it, such as it is. My company has 
happened in the good luck of having none 
killed as yet. We have had but two or three 
deserters since we have been here. My opinion 
is that we have not enough men over here to 
suppress the insurrection. But I will say if 
all the regiments were like the Twenty-first 
infantry the government would turn them 
loose for a week, there would not be a 
g00-g00 on the island. 

The streets of Manila are kept clean, but the 
buildings are old and dirty. There is not 
a desirable restaurant or hotel in the city. 
Manila looks very pretty from the harbor by 
night, there are so many electric lights 
burning. To be plain, I would not live in the 
Philippine islands for $100 a month. In fact, 
I do not see what the United States wanis 
with them any more than Manila for a coal- 
ing station. 

I wish you would send me a home paper 
once in a while, such as The Atlanta Consti- 
tution of Cincinnati Sunday Enquirer. We 
hardly know when Sunday comes out here on 
the field. 

I hope you will try and get me a discharge. 
It does not matter what kind, just so it is 
not dishonorable.

This law is to be found 
in the acts of the general assembly of 1894, 
pages 104 et. seq., and has since been codified 
into our new code, volume 1, sections 1730 to 
1735. The act establishes a state bureau of 
immigration, and provides that the commis- 
sioner of agriculture shall be ex-officio com- 
missioner immigration.

Under the act the commissioner of immigra- 
tion published a very creditable hand book of 
the state, which was generally distributed.

I cordially commend the views of the 
secretary Of state as to the necessity of pre- 
senting the splendid advantages of Georgia 
to the outside world, and it was the urgent 
necessity therefor which prompted the legisia-" 
tion establishing the state bureau of immigra- 
tion.

The fair management expected a crowd 
in the city yesterday, but it is safe to 
say that the most liberal estimato of 
the most sanguine member of the asso- 
ciation was far below that of the vast 
throng that congregated in the city and 
took posssession of Exposition park from 
the time the gates opened until they clos- 
ed at night. 

“Where did they all come from?’ was 
the question that one heard continually 
and on all sides, 

To answer that question would be to 
enumerate every city and hamlet in the 
state of Georgia and many towns in other 
states, 

It seemed that all Georgia was, here to 
do homage to the state fair, and right 
royally did she rally to Atlanta’s invita- 
tion to visit one of the biggest of her 
many big undertakings. 

The most surprising thing about the 
crowd was the fact that it seemed to 
drop into the city all at once without any 
warning. 
increase in the number of strangers in 
the city, but the number was not so great 
as to cause comment. When Tuesday 
morning dawned, however, the streets 
were packed and jammed with a moving 
mass of humanity, gathered from every 
section and corner of the state. 

And all were gathered to Atlanta by 
the state fair. Some came on account of 
the fact that the head-end collision had 
been advertised to take place, but with 
@ majority this attraction was a mere 
incidental of the trip; and when they ar- 
Tived at the grounds and got a glimpse 
of the multitude of interesting things 
gathered for the instruction and enter- 
tainment of the people of Georgia, they 
forgot that there was to have been a col- 
lisjon. 

If anything were needed to dg pel ae’ 
lingering bit of disappointment at the 
failure of the collision to come off, the 
frorse races which took place at 3 o’clock 
was that one thing. They attracted a 
Crowd the like of which has never con- 
gregated before in one spot in the city 
of Atlanta—a crowd composed of all kinds 
and conditions, from the shopgirl to the 
Society belle, the tout to the lawyer and 
the humble negro workman to the bank 
President. And all took the keenest in- 
terest in the races and cheered like mad 
when the winners came dashing under the 
Wire, 

Following the racing, the preliminaries 
of the balloon ascension held the crowd 
enthralled for half an hour more, while 
the big bag was being inflated. Then there 
was a mad rush for the midway, and un- 
til a late hour in the night this place of 
amusement was the scene of unbounded 
mirth and fun. 

Crowd a Record Breaker. 

All previous records of the state fair 
were broken yesterday and the attendance 
even excelled that of Sunday, when there

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Monday there was a noticeable 
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tickets taken at the gates were coupons 
attached to railroad tickets and were not 
consolidated with the ordinary admission 
slips last night, the actual number of ad- 
missions could not be obtained. How- 
ever, taking the paid admissions as a bas- 
is of estimate, the total attendance did 
not fall short of 20,000 and probably ex- 
ceeded that figure, 

“I have been watching the crowds 
flock in the gates all day long,” said Pres- 
ident Pope Brown last night, ‘and I am 
Satisfied that there are now in the 
grounds between 20,000 and 25,000 people. 
It’s one of the biggest crowds I ever saw 
in the state—certainly the largest that 
ever attended a state fair in Georgia. 

“Another thing: The people who are 
congregated here are good, substantial 
folks who are going home and boom the 
state fair for all she’s worth. I don't 
think I ever saw so many farmers before 
in my life, and I never hear such a un- 
animity of expression. in praise of the 
fair. If I've heard the expression, ‘this 
is the biggest. thing I ever saw in my 
life,’ once I’ve heard it a hundred times. 
and they mean it.”’ 

President Brown was not the only pleas- 
ed official on the grounds. His senti-

with the fair, and everyone seemed de- 
lighted at the enormous gathering.

, Opportunity of coming in touch with the 


visitors, 

“There’s no question about the way the 
people feel,”’ said Mr. Wadley. “They 
are simply delighted. Of course they 
expected Atlanta to do something out 
of the ordinary, but none of them antici- 
pated anything like the magnitude of the 
fair. The farmers are particularly de- 
lighted. They have besieged the agri- 
cultural building all day long and went 
into raptures of praise over the livestock 
department. Every one of them is going 
home with a better idea of how to cope 
with the problems of life, and each is 
going to advise his friends to come to 
the city.” 

The Day at the Grounds. 

The crowds began to arrive at Exposi- 
tion park as early as 7 o’clock in the 
morning and the steady inpour kept up 
until jate in the afternoon, The gathering 
was as heterogeneous as it was large 
and each amused himself as his particu- 
lar tastes prompted. 

All day long the big buildings were 
crowded to their utmost capacity, while 
as far as the eye could see the pic- 
turesque grounds were dotted with men 
and women, each bent on crowding into 
one day all the information and enjoy- 
ment possible. Many came out prepared 
to spend the day and brought their 
lunches with them. These family parties, 
of which children in arms were fre- 
quently a large component part, eagerly 
flitted from building to building, and 
then, 'when lunch time came, opened their 
baskets on the grass and spent a pleas- 
ant half hour discussing the events of 
the morning. 

Interest Was General. 

It would be difficult to say which of 
the buildings attracted the most atten- 
tion during the day or which exhibit 
caused the most comment, Each, of 
‘course, appealed to a separate and dis- 
tinct class and each came in for its 
share of praise.

Once in the gates of this little ‘world, 
devoted to amusement and composed of 
queer people from countless countries 
and freaks of all kinds, the crowd gave 
itself up to unalloyed amusement, They 
witnessed the jugglers in the ‘Streets of 
India,” marveled at the snake-eating 
proclivities of Roscoe, inspected the ani- 
mals in the big animal show, gazed in 
wonder as Professor Speedy dived from 
his ninety-foot tower into a_ shallow 
three feet of water, and were mystified 
by the magical feats of Ishmael, the In- 
dian adept. 

Races a Brilliant Feature. 

Then followed the races. And the first 
appearance of the blanketed animals on 
the track accompanied by their jockies 
was a signal for the crowd to rush to 
the grand stand, surround the enclosure, 
line the terraces, perch on the tops of 
buildings and otherwise occupy every pos- 
sible coign of vantage from which a 
view of the races could be obtained. Dur- 
ing the intermissions, and while the fiery 
animals were chafing impatiently at the 
post, the melody of the Mexican band 
ensconsed in the band stand to the north 
of the track kept the enormous crowd in 
the best of good humor. 

Following close on the heels of the 
races came the daring balloon ascension 
of “Gid’’ Hanna. If there is one thing 
that from time immemorial will draw a 
crowd and hold it spellbound during the 
long wait when the mammoth bag is be- 
ing slowly inflated with gas, it is a bal- 
loon ascension. 

When once the enormous canvas re- 
leased from the moorings that held it to 
earth darted upward witha rapidity that 
took the crowd off its feet, a simultaneous 
and long-drawn ‘‘ah-h-h’’ arose from 
10,000 lips, and 10,000 eager spectators tip- 
toed and craned their necks to see the 
daring aeronautist as he ascended to the 
dizzy height of 1,500 feet. 

Then came a number of clever gym- 
nastics in midair that caused shivers of 
alternate delight and apprehension to 
thrill the big crowd and make them fear 
for Hanna’s safety.

Next to Georgia, the state of Alabama 
will have the largest representation im 
the parade, and Marshal Byrd is expect- 
ing fully a regiment of troops from that 
State. 

The Governor’s Horse Guard, of At- 
lanta, has been designated as the escort 
for Lieutenant Brumby, and in the car- 
riage with the guest of honor will ride 
Governor Allen D. Candler and Mayor 
James G. Woodward.

Passengers Had To Stand im Nearly 
Ryery Car Arriving Yesterday. 


THOUSANDS WERE BROUGHT 


Some Roads Did Not (Have Cars 
Enough To Carry All, 


GREAT PREPARATIONS FOR TODAY 


The Rush Came Before It Was Ex- 
pected—Union Station Was 
Thronged All Day. 


All the railroads brought great crowds 
into the city yesterday. 

The Southern, with its six different 
lines, led, of course. 

The Georgia, Central, West Point, 
Western and Atlantic and Seaboard ran 
neck and neck. The Seaboard brought in 
one train of ten cars loaded from the 
baggage car to the rear platform in the 
last car. 

More than 800 passengers came jn on 
one of the West Point’s trains. 

The Central ran an extra train from 
Barnesville, and it was packed with pos- 
sengers, All the suburban traing were 
crowded, too. 

Both the Georgia and the Western end 
Atlantic had passengers standing up on 
the aisles on every car. Indeed, there 
was hardly a vacant seat in any train 
that entered Atlanta from early morn- 
ing until late at night. 

From 500 to 1,000 people got off every 
train that came in, the sudurban trains 
alone excepted. <An effort was made to 
get an accurate estimate of the number 
of people who arrived at the union sta- 
tion yesterday, but it was impossible. All 
the raflway officials said that :t re- 
minded them of the big days at the Cot- 
ton States exposition in 1895. 

Thousands of visitors came jn on Stn- 
day and Monday. Yesterday's arrivals 
swelled the total probably to 30,000. To- 
day and tomorrow will add many thou- 
sands more. A great many visitors came 
from neighboring states far up in the 
Carolinas and away down in Alabama 
and Florida. .Hundreds of these started 
from their homes before nearing that 
Dewey had given up-the trip. but all 
of them seemed to be glad that they had 
come. 

The nearby counties sent thousards. 
Great throngs came in carriages, bvg- 
gies and wagons from all the country 
roads. There was no way to count ti ese 
visitors. There must have been 6,000 of 
them. On every public road leading into 
the city there was a procession of vehi- 
cles for hours during the morning. 

All the railroads had determined to 
fully prepare for heavy travel, but not- 
withstanding the extra preparations s¢tv- 
eral of the lines did not have anything 
like enough accommodations. Passen- 
gers on several trains reported that 
crowds had been left behind. The rush 
came a day ‘before it was expected. The 
roads were looking for the greatest travel 
today and tomorrow, and they may have 
been correct. Representatives of the dif- 
ferent lines said that there would -be 
more cars on today and that the travel 
will be comfortably taken care of the

The convention of cotton growers of the 
state will be called to order at 10 o’clock 
this morning at the exposition grounds 
by Congressman L. F. Livingston. An 
invitation to be present has been extended 
by the committee on arangements to the 
public generally and especially to all who 
are interested in the raising, marketing 
and manufacturing of the staple product 
of the south. 

The interest of the agricultural classes 
of the state has been attracted to the 
convention not only on account of the 
importance of the subjects to be discuss- 
ed, but because of the prom'tnent men 
who are to deliver addresses and engage 
in the open discussion. No subject will 
receive greater attention than the plan 
for bonded warehouses which is to be 
championed by the originator of the 


scheme, Mr. Percy Thompson, of New 
York. 
Hon. John Barrett, former’ United 


States minister to Siam, will be present 
at the convention and deliver a paper on 
the market for cotton goods in the east. 
Ex-Minister Barrett while in the east 
made a careful and thorougn study of 
the subject to be discussed by him and 
great interest attaches to his address. 

Mr. James Barrett, chairman of the 
agricultural committee, has devoted 
much of his time to the arrangements 
for the convention and he is gratified 
that more than ordinary success is &s- 
sured for it.

Chesapeake and Ohio Stockholders 
Have Annual Meeting. 


Richmond. Va., October 24.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio Railway Company was 
held here today. The annual report of 
the president was approved and the old 
board of directors was unanimously re- 
elected. A special meeting of the stock- 
holders was held later, for the purpose 
of authorizing the company to aid in the 
construction of the Greenbrier railway, a 
line which leaves the main line of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio at Caldwell sta- 
tion and runs north along the Green- 
brier river for about 100 miles to ‘“‘Forks 
of Greentrier,’’ in Pocahontas county, 
West Virginia, where it is expected it 
will connect with the West Virginia, 
Central and Pittsburg railway and thus 
give a shorter and more convenient ac- 
cess to northwestef Virginia and the 
leékes, from Richmond and other Vir- 
ginia points. The line will also develop 
a large lumber and cattle country, which 
is now without rail communication. 

The stockholders unanimously passed 
the necessary resolutions and adjourned.

profess to deplore. He takes the position 
that the negro question as such can only 
be worked out by the honest, law-abiding 
elements of the two races, who understand 
one another. He pays high tribute to 
those good negro citizens who have ar- 
rayed themselves on the side of law and 
order, and in this connection makes spe- 
cia] reference to the action of leading ne- 
groes in McIntosh county, who did much 
toward allaying the troubles down there. 
The governor says he has made every pos- 
sible effort to prevent mob violence, and 
that all of these efforts have been faith- 
fully seconded by the prosecuting officers 
and judges throughout the state.

Wheat Closed a Fraction Lower. 
Corn Eased a Shade—Oats

Chicago, October 24.—After ruling strong the 
greater part of the session today, wheat final- 
ly succumbed under heavy liquidation, and De- 
cember closed with a loss of 4@%c.

Rumors of a 
sharp break in consols caused further appre- 
hension, and as outside orders began to flood

After 
that the ups and downs were frequent within 
a rather narrow range until the last hour, when 
an increase in the world’s visible—4,870, uu 
bushels—where only about 2,000,000 had been 
expected, started liquidation and the market 
soon lost previous buoyancy. Reports of 2 
break in the drought added to the selling 
movement and the early gain was all lost. Jhe 
market continued weak the remainder of the 
session and closed at the bottom. <A report 
that Argentine would have a surplus of over 
80,000,000 bushels for export this year had a 
depressing influence during the late trading.

Details of the Convention. 


The first session wus opened. yesterday 
Morning by President E. H. Thornton,

Its aim is to discipline mind, develop mus- 
cles, train nerves, and impart accuracy to the 
fingers. This is done by bringing brain and 
fingers into direct communication. 

The ingenious system of clicks employed, one 
for the up motion, the other for the down mo- 
tion, at once rivets the attention of the stu- 
dent to the proper training of the fingers. 

Nothing being audible at the up motion on 
the piano, it has always been a source of 
trouble with teachers to train the lifting mus- 
cles of the fingers and to make pupils pay due 
regard to the value of rests. On both these 


points the up clicks of the clavier furnish a | 


correct proof. 

Its power as a promoter of memory is un- 
surpassed, indeed, as all students are com- 
pelled to memorize every exercise, €ven from 
the first lesson,and the mind is well trained 
when the time comes for more advanced 
work. 

Students who have almost despaired of play- 
ing without their notes have been taught to 
play intelligently and with composure in pub- 
lic by the right use of this instrument. 

They have learned to concentrate the mind 
wholly on the interpretation of the compo- 
sition, and it is a rare matter for’a well- 
trained clavier student to make a bad break 
or allow the fingers to run away from the
